THE  POWER  OF  THE  GO.SPEL. 

.  BT  REV.  II.  BELPINO. 

There  is  something  very  interesting  in  the  histo- 
Ty  of  our  .Saviour  atid  his  disciples,  considered 
merelv  as  historical  matter.  Tliat  a  private  indi¬ 
vidual,  without  friends,  without  worldly  means, 
seemingly  destitute  of  every  ihingreqnisiie  for  car¬ 
rying  on  great  enterprises,  should,  nmwiihstanding, 
effect  sneh  a  revolution,  as  fiiris  cletirlj’  estaldi'li, ! 
must  ever  remain  an  anomaly  in  the  history  of  our 
race.  Look  at  the  Saviour,  surrounded  by  his  lit- 
■tle  band;  and,  .apparently,  a  weaker  company 
were  never  assembled.  Follow  them,  as  they  go 
from  place  to  place;  and,  on  every  suitable  occa¬ 
sion,  hear  the  leader  lift  his  voice,  and  (troclaim  to 
the  people  that  he  is  the  true  Messiah.  The  be¬ 
nevolent  pity  him  for  his  weakness;  while  the 
haughty  Scribe,  and  self-righter)us  Pharisee  scoff, 
vea,  deride  him,  as  a  mere  jtreiender.  What,  he 
talk  of  his  labois  influencing  the  roorld!  the  son  of 
a  cnrjienter — a  Nazarene,  aitendr’d  by  a  few  igno¬ 
rant  fishermen;  /letalk  o^revolulionizinglheicvrld! 
What  folly,  yea,  madness! 

But,  mark  you  their  progress.  Three  years  of 
toil  and  ftrivation  had  effectetl  seemingly,  but  little. 
Few  were  his  adherents;  and  that  f.  w,  anything 
but  influential.  Dark  indeed  was  that  time,  when 
the  leader  was  apprehended;  and  ilie  little  band 
scattered!  How  then  stood  the  cause;  and  where 
was  the  evidence  that  he,  or  his  doctrines  would  be 
even  known,  acenlury  thence?  IIuNian  judgment 
would  say,  tdl  is  lost:  but  far  otherwise  was  the 
result,  A  few  centuries,  and  t!ie  world  (as  it 
then  was)  luid  undergone  an  entire  change,  ^fbe 
heralds  of  the  cross  hail  traversed  ilie  earth  by  sea 
and  land;  and  the  doctrines  of  Christ  had  triuni(di- 
ed  over  all  opposition. 

Let  us  now  inquire  for  the  means  used.  What 
were  the  mighty  producing  causes  that  led  to  such 
unlfKiked  for  results?  Pro'oaldy  it  will  be  said, 
that  inirticles  were  the  all-producing  means.  It  is 
true,  miracles  did  much  ;  they  enabled  Christ  and 
his  disciples  to  silence  opposition,  so  far  as  his  au¬ 
thority,  and  the  truth  of  his  Messiahship  were  con¬ 
cerned;  but  this  was  not  all  that  was  requisite; 
nor  was  it  the  principal.  Miracles  could  convince 
the  understanding;  Inil  to  control  the  passions  and 
sway  the  will,  Komelhing  more  was  necessary.  In¬ 
dependently  of  all  miracles,  there  is  in  the  Gospel 
a  moral  power,  having  its  source  in  the  purity  of  its 
doctrines,  and  the  high  and  lofty  hopes  it  inspires 
for  futurity.  And  in  the  practice  of  the  one,  and 
under  the  influence  of  both,  the  disciples  went 
through  the  world ;  and,  in  the  event,  revolution¬ 
ized  it. 

And  what  may  not  such  men  do?  They  can 
outdo  all  the  deeds  of  heroism  and  valor  that  have 
ever  found  a  place  upon  the  historian’s  page  !  What 
was  an  /Mexander,  a  Caesar,  or  a  Napoleon  ?  They 
subjugated  nations,  overturned  governments,  and 
in  their  times,  became  the  terror  of  the  world. — 
They  had  fsiwer  over  the  outward  man — they  con¬ 
trolled  the  bodies  of  men;  but  over  the  belter  fac¬ 
ulties  of  the  mind,  they  bore  no  sway  :  hence,  then, 
when  the  first  acting  causes  were  removed,  things 
retutued  back  much  as  they  were  before,  or  were 
diverted  ioui  other  channels. 

Not  so  with  The  apostles.  Their  labors  cast  an 
influence  over  the  wliole  man — an  influence  that 
stop|>ed  not  at  the  outward  surface,  but  penetrated 
even  the  heart ;  and,  by  so-doing,  corrected  the 
fountain,  that  the  stream  might  be  pure.  The  spir¬ 
it  that  Christianity  breathed,  was  the  spirit  of  heav¬ 
en.  It  had  in  its  composition,  the  elements  of  jus¬ 
tice,  mercy,  truth,  benevolence,  humanity  and 
love.  Hence  it  was  suited  to  all  classes,  to  all  con¬ 
ditions,  and  to  all  times.  No  human  being  existed 
to  whom  the  provisions  of  the  Gospel  would  not 
apply.  Was  a  man  ignorant  ?  in  the  Gospel  were 


sources  of  infiirmation,  from  which  he  might  draw,  jj 
and  become  wise.  W^as  be  already  wise?  let  him  j 
study  to  become  wiser.  W’as  a  man  great,  in  every  |i 
worldly  sense  ?  let  him  learn  of  Christ,  and  thus  !■ 
become  acquainted  with  true  greatness.  W'as  a  !| 
mar  good?  then  he  might  learn  to  become  better.  |

THE  CERTAINTY  OF  PUNISHMENT. 

BV  REV.  W.  M.  DELONG. 

All  Christians  w’ill  admit  that  the  safely  of  our 
national  character  and  government,  the  security  of 
man’s  life  and  profieriy,  as  well  as  the  obcilience 
of  children  to  their  [larenis,  and  the  formation  of 
their  chiiraciers  for  after  life,  depend,  in  a  great 
ilegrec,  upon  the  certainty  of  punishment  for  an  iii- 
friegement  upon,  or  their  violation  of  law  s. 

It  matters  not  winit  lawi-*  transgressed — whether 
it  be  of  a  national,  sot  i:tl  or  civil  character,  tir 
whether  it  |)erl:iins  to  liie  paiental  govermneiii,  ail 
unite  in  saying  thiit  llii,-  penalty,  tinnexed  to  the 
violated  liiw’,  should  be  initm  diaK  ly  iidlieicd  upon 
the  transgressor,  in  order  to  pcrpclnate  tlie  peace 
of  our  national  an<l  piivait;  cliar.acier.  and  reform 
the  disobedient.  Hence,  we  sec  men  ofcverv  re¬ 
ligions  sentiment,  exerting  iheni'-xlves  to  exccnie 
the  penalties,  or  cause  them  to  be  excculcil,  upon 
him  w  ho  has  Kansgressed  our  civil  laws. 

Anti  these  sami;  tnen,  i<m),  b'dieving  iliat  the 
peace  of  their  fatnilies,  the  well'are  of  coinmnnily, 
anil  the  good  of  the  disobedient  thqtend  upon  the 
certainty  of  oliasiisemcnt,  will  inflict  pnnishmcpt 
upon  their  disobedient  children.  All  ttf  this  goes 
to  show,  that  in  matters  relating  to  man’s  present 
interest,  all  men,  of  whatever  sect  or  senliiTtenis, 
tire  agreed  ;  so  far,  at  least,  as  the  certainly  of  pun¬ 
ishment  is  concerned. 

W  c  coub)  wish  that  this  agreement  extended  still 
farther.  But  notwithstanding  all  men  agree  as  to 
the  certainty  of  human  punishment,  yet  w  hen  w  e 
broach  the  subject  of  tlivine  punishments,  we  are 
iloomed  to  diller.  “  This  is  the  rock  on  which  we 
split.”  If  our  difiTerence  was  on  mallets  of  a  met¬ 
aphysical  or  speculative  nature,  it  might  be  ac- 
counteil  for,  owing  to  a  dirteienee  in  our  perceptive 
anti  reflective  organs.  But  as  it  is  on  a  matter  of 
ilaily  experience  and  observation,  and  on  which 
there  is  the  most  clear  and  pointed  evidence,  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  me,  to  say  the  least,  that  the  dillerence  is 
strange  anti  almost  nnaccouniable. 

No  man  can  fail  to  see,  that  a  slackness  or  un¬ 
certainly  in  the  parental  government,  would  stxin 
prove  the  tlc-itrnciion  of  socitil  harmony,  and  the 
ruin  of  the  otleniler.  Or,  that  an  uncertain  exen- 
tion  of  civil  laws,  would  tend  to  the  destruction  anil 
ruin  of  our  government.  Anil  notw  ithstanding  men 
can  see  thus  clearly  and  judge  thus  correctly  on 
these  points,  they  can  not  see  the  evil  that  would 
grow  out  of  an  uncertain  execution  of  penalties  an¬ 
nexed  to  divine  laws! 

Now,  I  ns  fully  believe,  that  vice  and  crime  will 
attend  uncertainty,  and  non-inflictionofdivine  pen¬ 
alties,  as  that  they  will  be  fostered  and  encouraged 
by  such  a  course,  under  human  institutions.  And 
why  should  they  not  ?  As  mankind  are  constitut¬ 
ed,  they  will  indulge  in  vicious  habits  unless 
checked  by  the  chastening  roil.  And  the  institu¬ 
tions  of  men,  “  the  powers  that  be,  are  ordained  of 
God,”  to  effect  this  object — to  stop  man  in  his  ca¬ 


reer  of  wickedness.  Hence,  those  who  are  using 
their  exertions  to  bring  the  fugitive  injustice,  under 
our  civil  institutions,  are  using  their  endeavors  to 
cany  out  anil  efl’ecl  what  their  theology  opposes, 
the  ci-riuinly  of  divine  punishments.  That  the 
certainly  of  such  jninishmcnl,  is  iinlispensably  np- 
cessarv  for  the  safety  of  community  and  fiir  t|i« 
good  of  man,  is  proven  from  the  oracles  of  iliviti* 
truib.. 

Solomon  says,  “Because  sentence  against  an 
evil  work  is  not  executed  speedilo,  therefore  tin* 
heart  of  the  sons  of  men,  is  fully  set  in  them  to  do 
evil.”  How  inconsistent  then,  w  ith  lliisiesiiinonv, 
and  how  pernicious  is  that  sentiment,  which  con¬ 
tends  that  it  is  not  the  immediate  rer'ainty  of  puts, 
ishmenl,  but  the  dread,  of  endless  w  releheilncsi 
anii  torment,  that  will  deter  the  sinner  fiom  crime! 

Let  the  parent  practice  upon  ibis  |)rinciple — let 
him  place  his  time  of  “  reckoning”  iw’eniy  years 
hcncc,  and  threaten  his  chiMren,  for  a  violation  of 
his  laws,  with  scourging.  im|irisoumenl,  or  death, 
to  be  put  in  execution  at  the  expiration  of  the  tim* 
— and,  in  order  to  make  the  illustration  correspond 
with  the  common  doctrine  of  the  day — let  him  say 
to  them  that,  if  they  will  be  sorry,  or  repent  of 
their  crimes,  belitre  the  lime  of  reckoning  comes, 
their  punishment  shall  be  remilteil,  and  their 
crimes  fiirgiven — anti  what,  kind  reader,  will 
be  the  effect?  Think  you  that  the  children  willle 
obedient  and  dutiful,  ciiasteand  virtuous? — the  so¬ 
ciety  ill  w  hich  they  move,  blesseil  by  their  exam- 
|)le?  anil  the  lime  of  reckoning  fiml  them  never 
Iniving  ilcviated  from  the  strict  path  of  virtue  and 
honor  ?  Let  those  instances  w  Inch  do  occur,  where 
the  parent  is  always  ihreateiiing  and  never  per- 
liirms,  or  where  there  is  it  loo-eness  in  the  parental 
government  to  chastise  the  refractory  child,  answer 
this  (picsiion. 

I  lit)  not  say,  but  llial  the  time  of  reckoning  would 
fitiil  the  chiMren  penitent  and  sorrowlid.  But  would 
the  intervening  time  lend  to  produce  virtue  and 
chiisliiy  in  the  children  ?  ami  to  prove  the  useful* 
lu  ss  anil  firopriciy  of  such  a  course  ? 

And  here  I  would  suggest  to  those  w  ho  hold  that 
fiiiurc-woilil  ami  emlless  sufferings,  w  ill  deter  ihs 
sinner  from  crime,  the  pmpricty  of  their  acting  in 
their  official  or  private  character,  as  iniieh  like  their 
Deity  as  they  possibly  can.  If  they  will  pursue 
this  course,  they  will  be  consistent  with  their  the¬ 
ology  ;  and  probably  be  convinced  of  its  perfiicioua- 
ness  ami  immoral  tendency. 

There  is  no  point  of  iloctrine  clearer  taught  in 
the  Scriptures,  than  the  certainly  ami  nnavrridable- 
ness  of  ilie  punishment  that  awaits  the  transgressor. 
“Though  ham!  join  in  hand  the  wicked  shall  not 
be  niqninished.”  “God  will’by  no  means  clear 
the  guilty.”  “  He  tlnit  doeih  wrong  shall  receive 
for  the  wrong  which  he  hath  done.”  And  again: 
“  God  n-ill  render  unto  every  man  according  to  hie 
deeds.” 

I  regard  punishment,  as  one  of  the  ?>?es«t/iga  con¬ 
ferred  by  our  Creator  on  mankind — as  a  meane 
wdiich  he  uses  to  effect  their  holiness  anil  happi¬ 
ness.  That  all  men  become  sinful  and  disobedi¬ 
ent,  will  not  be  denieil.  Now,  I  ask,  Is  it  not  a 
blessing  to  them,  to  be  brought  back  to  obedienct 
ami  virtue?  “Yes,”  all  will  answer.  Well,  this 
is  the  object  and  design  of  punishment.  It  is  to 
bring  the  sinner  to  reflect  upmi  his  course  of  con¬ 
duct,  and  w  hen  he  is  thus  brought  to  a  serious  con 
siileralion  upon  the  wickeilness  of  his  past  life,  he 
will  reflect  upon  the  mercies  anti  favors  of  God,  of 
which  he  has  been  and  still  is  the  recipient.  He 
is  thus  brought  to  repent  of  his  fobies  and  sins,  and 
resolve  to  pursue,  in  future,  a  more  honorable  ami 
virtuous  course.  And  I  ask.  Was  not  that  a  bless¬ 
ing  to  him,  which  aroused  his  moral  sentiments 
to  such  a  train  of  reflections,  and  such  praise-wor¬ 
thy  decision  ?  All  will  answer  in  the  affirmativt 
— it  W'as.  Even  he  who  has  been  made  to  feel  the 
rod  of  severe  chastisement  will  acknowledge,  in  the 
language  of  one  of  old,  “  Before  I  was  afflicted.  I 
went  astray;  but  note  have  1  learned  to  keep  thy

-Awful  Calamity  ' — The  Albany  p.apcrs bring  us  the 
accnuiit  of  an  avvTiil  calamity  which  occurred  in  Troy 
on  Friday  last.  AV'e  lake  from  the  Argus,  the  fnllowinf 
copy  of  a  slip  from  the  Troy  Budget  of  Feb.  lOlli,  which 
gives  all  the  parliciilurs  which  vve  have  received: — 

About  4  o’clock  this  afternoon,  another  lAud-slide  oc¬ 
curred  from  the  liiil,  (Mt.  Ida,)  where  the  awful  catas¬ 
trophe  of  January  1,  1837,  transpired,  exceeding  iu  ex¬ 
tent  and  cousequeiices  tliat  tttcmoialile  disaster. 

Some  eight  or  ten  dwellings,  occupied  by  poor  fami¬ 
lies,  were  crushed  and  buried  beneath  the  mass  of  earth. 
In  lhc.se,  it  is  supposed,  there  were  not  less  tiinn  thirty 
or  forty  persons,  only  ten  or  twelve  of  whein  escaped. 

I  Within  an  hour,  nine  bodies  bud  been  dug  from  the 
I  ruins  five  of  whom  were  without  life,  ouc  partially  in- 
I  jiired,  and  three  not  beyond  recovery. 

Had  this  avalanclie  occurred  in  llic  night,  the  dcstriic 
tinuoflife  would  have  been  still  greater,  a.  many  occu¬ 
pants  of  the  houses  were  absent  at  tlieir  labor  01  else¬ 
where

States  of  Vermont,  New  Hampshire  and  Connecticitl.  |l 
by  ati  enaettuent  declaring  that  the  criiiiin.il  shall  not  he  | 
executed  for  oney’.ar  after  being  found  guilty,  nor  iheti,  j 
unless  expressly  ordered  by  ibe  (lovernor.  Ofeonise. 
one  year  will  allow  all  feelings  of  revenge  to  die  away,  I 
and  no  (lOvernor  will  be  found  so  fond  of  blood  as  to 
order  an  execution,  unless  poM-c^nf/y  urged  so  to  do. —
